Hen­ 
ry Adams, of Amboy, who knew 
Mr 
Ingersoll in early days, some time 
furnisbed us the farts. 
The early settlers here will remember 
the R ev. Mr. Ingersoll, father of the gift 
ed orator, R obert G Ingersoll. 
He earae 
to Lee Center with his family in 1*40 and 
settled down as pastor <»f the Corgrega* 
tional society. 
There were but few mem. 
hers then, most of them poor, and his sal­ 
ary was meager. 
He w as a fair speaker 
but not eloquent. 
W e snould say that be 
was a man of stern disposition, and <>f 
Puritan stock, one who seldom indulged 
in jokes. 
His sermons were always di­ 
vided into ‘ firstly, secondly and thirdly," 
and be had a habit of frequently taking 
off and putting on his eye glasses while 
speaking. 
Mr Ingersoll was then about 
fifty-five years of age and quite grey 
His 
forehead reminded one very much of Gen- 
eral Jackson’s. 
Mrs Ingersoll died before 
the family came to this state, andthechil- 
dren, we are inclined to think, did not al 
ways have the best of care. 
Indeed it is 
recorded by aCa/.enovia. New York, local 
paper, that a year or so before the date 
of which Th e T e l e g r a p h now makes 
record, that one bleak, cold, winter «lay, 


h poor, lone, desolate little b o y stood by 
the side of the new made grave of his 
mother. 
That desolate little boy’s mind 
has developed Into a masterly comprehen­ 
sion. and to-day Colonel R obert G. In­ 
gersoll is recognized as one of the most 
talented men that America has produced. 
R obert was a round faced good looking 
boy of about thirteen when his father lo­ 
cated here. 
For some cause he left home 
and engaged board with a farmer and 
when he bad been there a week he en 
quired "how much he was to pay?’ 
Nothing, was the answer, if you’ll leave 
now. 
I can’t get any w»*rk out of my son 
Henry as long as you’re here," 
The two 
boys, ( ’lark and R obert’ boarded some 
time at the home of the late Asa II. Searls, 
at Binghamton.
